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UJOROWSY SONS VISIT TO STATION IV 

ACTION REQUIRED • REFERENCES 

1. CIRCA 1800 HOURS ON 9 MARCH UJDROWSYS SON ULRICH 

APPEARED AT THE STATION IV OFFICES IN THE AMEXCO BUILDING AND REQUES ED 
ASSISTANCE BY THE AMERICANS. HE STATED HE WANTED TO 
CHANGE HIS NAME BECAUSE OF UNPLEASANTRIES WHICH WOULD ENSUE 
WHEN HIS FATHER IS BROUGHT TO TRIAL. HE ASSERTED THAT THE AMERI- 
CANS COULD HANDLE THE MATTER MUCH MORE RAPIDLY THAN THE BUREAU- 
CRATIC GERMANS. HE ALSO STUXTED THAT HE FEARED HE WOULD BE 
KIDNAPPED BY THE SOVIETS ANO HELD AS A HOSTAGE FOR HIS FATHERS 
ELCASE. ULRICH WAS ACCOMPANIED BY A FRIEND, ONE BERND GOULBIER. 

2. STATION IV APPARENTLY CONTACTED ALIAS BERNHARDT IN THE 

FOLLOWING MANNER - LIEUTENANT COLONEL UOHN SOWEAR1NG, USAREUR 
OCA REPRESENTATIVE, WAS IN THE STATION IV OFFICES AT THE TIME 
THAT ULRICH MADE HIS APPEARANCE. SINCE SCHNEARING IS IN TOUCH 
WITH VARIOUS UPHILLERS CONNECTED WITH BEFRA MATTERS, HE KNOWS 
THE UPHILL COMPOUND TELEPHONE NUMBER A ND PHONED THE UPHILL COM- 
POUND. HE GAVE A MESSAGE TO THE UPHILL DUTY OFFICER REPORTING i 

ULRICHS APPEARANCE AT STATION IV, AND THROUGH THE DUTY OFFICER I 

ALIAS BERNHARDT V/AS GIVEN THE STATION IV TELEPHONE NUMBER. 

BERNHARDT PHONED STATION IV, AND RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS AS TO 
WHERE THEIR OFFICES ARE LOCATED. WE WERE NOT ADVISED OF THE 
MATTER BY STATION IV UNTIL 12 MARCH. STATION IV HAS BEEN ASKED 
TO GET IN TOUCH WITH UPHILL VIA US IN THE FUTURE. 

~ 3- ALIAS BERNHARDT ARRIVED AT STATION IV CIRCA 2100 HOURS. 

DURING HIS DISCUSSIONS WITH ULRICH, THE LATTER REPEATED HIS 
REQUESTS AND BERNHARDT POINTED OUT THAT THE FIRST WAS IMPOSSIBLE 
BECAUSE THERE WAS NO LEGAL BASIS FOR A CHANGE OF NAME AND THE 
SECOND VOULD BE AN ILLOGICAL ACTION ON THE PART OF THE SOVIETS. 
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ivt_u ULKILH THAT THIS STORY WAS CLEARLY A LIE 
SINCE HE HAD SEEN THE LETTER DESCRIBING THE EVENT FROM THE SHIPS 
CAPTAIN. THE TRUTH OF THE MATTER WAS THAT ULRICH WAS DRUNK AND 
DISORDERLY AND THAT WHEN HE WAS RELEASED BY THE POLICE TO RETURN 
TO THE SHIP HE WAS STILL IN A DRUNKEN CONDITION. /COMMENT — 
BERNHARDT NOW FEELS THAT THE CAPTAINS LETTER AND THE SHORT TIME 
THE INCIDENT FOLLOWED THE UJDROWSY ARREST ARE GTOD INDICATIONS THAT 
THE SOVIETS HAD NOTHING TO DO WITH THE AFFAIR IN HAVANA./ 

4 . BERNHARDT THEN GAVE ULRICH A STERN LECTURE ABOUT HIS 

RESPONSIBILimSTOHISMOTHER AND TO HIS COUNTRY. HE ALSO 
REMINDED THE BOY THAT HE COULD GET IN TOUCH WITH UPHILL THROUGH 
ALIAS FRONHOFF IF THIS SHOULD BECOME NECESSARY. THE LECTURE 
APPARENTLY TOOK NO EFFECT SINCE THE FOLLOWING NIGHT ULRICH HAD 
A SCENE WITH HIS MOTHER DURING WHICH HE SWORE HE WOULD SHOW EVERY- 
ONE WHAT A GOOD-FOR-NOTHING HE REALLY IS. 



5 . ULRICH RETURNED TO THE FEDREP IN EARLY FEBRUARY. HE 
COMMENCED WORK WITH A CONSTRUCTION FIRM IN MUNICH ON 5 MARCH. 
UPHILL OPINION OF ULRICHS CHARACTER CAN BEST BE DESCRIBED BY 
THE FOLLOWING — STATION IV CONTACTED DO 2 WHEN ULRICH FIRST 
IDENTIFIED HIMSELF. WHEN BERNHARDT PHONED TO REASSURE DD 2 THAT 
EVERYTHING WAS TAKEN CARE OF, HE TOLD THEM THAT THEY PROBABLY 
HADNT HEARD. THE LAST OF ULRICH SINCE THE BOY IS COMPLETELY 
ROTTEN AND WILL END UP BEHIND BARS. 

6 . ULRICHS FRIEND GOULBIER WAS BORN 2 S OCTOBER 1939 IN 
BRANDENBURG. HE FORMERLY SERVED IN THE VOLKSARMEE AND FLED WEST 
EARLY IN 1961. HE PRAISED THE TREATMENT HE RECEIVED FROM THE 
AHERICANS DURING HIS PROCESSING AS A REFUGEE, AND HE WAS PROBABLY 
RESPONSIBLE FOR ULRICHS VISIT TO STATION IV. 
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
